pon the food and drink 
of a cow. She should have clean, 
pure water aad wholesome food Much 
care should be taken In the selection 
I of the ration. The Individual cow has 
much to do In this regard. But with 
reapect to the part that is played In 
handling the product of the cow too 
much carelessness I* evident In the 
pro c eaaa* of huttermaklng. After charn- 
Ing is finished the butter and milk mix 
ture should remain quiet for about ten 
minutes In order to let the butter come 
to the surface. A cup of cold water 
will hasten the process. An old recipe 
says: "The butter should bo carefully 
skimmed off Into a wooden bowl half 
full of water. The water should be re- 
peatedly chanced until It shows no 
Indication of nllklnesa. It 1* lmpor 
tarn that the butter should not be 
pressed or worked during the process 
of removing the milk from the butter 
After this the butter may be pressed 
Into a mass and salt to the extent of 
one-fortieth Its weight worked into It 
The water should be well pressed out. 
but the leas worked the more per 
fectly Its granular character Is main 
talned. 

If butter la pressed firmly to the 
earthen Jars or wooden firkins and 
kept at a temperature of f>0 or 60 de 
grees It may be 
dltlon for six to eight

A BLANKET PROCESSION. 

In 1817 the dissatisfied weav- 
ers of Lancashire, Englard, got 
together and resolved to march 
up to London end lay their griev- 
ances before the prince icgent.

5,000 made the start, and i curi- 
ous looking parade It must hsve 
been.

Some kept on, but the desertions 
became more and more freixpent.
